May Be Breakthrough 
High U.S. officials discussing 
the reversal in Soviet test-ban 
policy stopped short of saying that 
it represents a real breakthrough 
in the long deadlock of test-ban 
talks with Russia. But they think 
it might lead to a breakthrough 
in the near future. 
U.S. and Soviet negotiators have 
held four meetings in New York 
during the last week on the basis 
of the Kennedy-Khrushchev let­ 
ters. 
The United States has called 
for eight to IO on-site inspections 
as against Khrushchev's maxi­ 
mum of three and has raised a 
n u m b e r of other questions to 
which the Soviets have not re­ 
plied. 
The exploratory talks now are 
being switched to Washington and 
expanded to i n c l u d e Britain, 
which has been associated with 
the United States in the test-ban 
negotiations since they first start­ 
ed in the fall of 1958.

Robbing The Brave Pioneer 


In an an ti-trust suit, filed in the U. S. District Court 
in Chicago, the D epartm en t of Justice is callin g upon 
G en eral Motors to d ivest itself of its d iesel locomotive 
m an ufacturin g busin ess. The govern m en t’s charge is 
that GM has been usin g its trem en d ous paw er as a 
shipper to pressure the railroad s in to takin g its d iesels. 


The charge again st G.M is an old on e. an d it has 
alw ay s been d isputed by the com pan y ’s m an agem en t. 
While the D epartm en t of Justice has y et to turn its 
c ard s face up, m an y people who kn ow 
about (i.M’s 
history as a locomotive m an ufacturer would be willin g 
to bet that the govern m en t’s case is flimsy . G.M got its 
im m en se h ead start on other d iesel locomotive m an u ­ 
facturers for a simple rea.son : it practically in ven ted 
the light-weight d iesel. To con d emn the corn pan y n ow 
for reapin g the n atural rew ard that should go to an y 
in ven tive pion eer seem s un gracious, to say the least. 
It IS a little like tellin g Thom as Ed i.son that he had 
n o rights to a “ mon opoly ’’ of the electric light bulb. 


Cf.M g o t into the diesel Im-o mo tiv e business be­ 
ca use o f the pla y -time a ctiv ity o f the la te Cha rles 
Fra nklin Kettering , the fa mo us “ Bo ss K et” o f a 
hundred g o o d a necdo tes. La te in the Nineteen Twen­ 
ties. when he wa s resting fro m the la bo rs o f ex peri­ 
m enting with a n a nti-kno ck g a so line. “ Ket” a n­ 
no unced tha t “ a fter a fello w g ets to a certa in a g e 
he do es o ne o f two thing s. Either he buy s a y a cht 
o r he g ets a new wife. I think I’ll buy a y a cht." 


The y acht led to tin kerin g with its d iesel en gin e, 
which was con sid ered at the time to be useful for 
m arin e work but wholly in efficien t for pullin g train s. 
Ket was d isgusted by the d ie.sel’s shortcom in gs even 
for m arin e propulsion . In the first place, the d ie.sel 
w as m uch too heavy . Its piston s an d rin gs required 
con stan t servicin g, an d were alw ay s wearin g n ut. Worst 
of all. the d iesei’.s fuel in jection sy stem w as a very 
un certain quan tity . 


E very bod y told Ket that it would be impossible 
to m ake a lightweight d iesel, but he d id n ’t believe it. 
“ The weight of the d iesel en gin e.” he said , “ is in 
somebod y s h ead ” To take his boat on lon g S um m er 
cruises to Georgian Bay in the G reat Lakes, an d to 
d istan t ports of the Caribbean from .Miami. Fla., in 
the Win ter, Ket was resolved to get a good 
light 
m arin e d iesel. He an d his G.M laboratory assistan ts 
d evised somethin g called a “ heat d a m ” for in sertion 
between the piston head an d the rin gs. The heat d am 
kept combustion heat out of the rin gs, an d perm itted 
the piston to work easily .

What happened was that President Ken­ 
nedy decided to hold a backgrounder.

Anyway, Mr. Kennedy held 
this backgrounder in Palm Beach December 
31. It seems he wanted to get across a few 
ideas to the public and to our allies without ac­ 
tually admitting they came from him. 
But this one British reporter muddled up 
and spilled the beans. This made the other 
reporters mad, and pretty soon the whole world 
knew all those things in the papers were right 
from JFK. This was rather embarrassing for 
the President. Don’t look for any more back­ 
grounders from him. 
Which is probably good. If an official wants 
to toss some thought into the public opinion 
mill, he shouldn’t hide behind double talk. The 
backgrounder technique is kind of sneaky. 
It makes for humorous reading, though.

authority.” Reporters ought to blush, too, for 
taking part in such goings-on.

Anyhow, it is hard not to remember what 
Arthur Sylvester, the Pentagon press secretary, 
said a while back about using news as a weapon. 
Well, when JFK himself pulled the trigger, the 
gun blew up.

Robbing The Brave Pioneer 


In an anti-trust suit, filed in the U. S. District Court 
In Chicago, the D epartm ent of Justice is calling upon 
General Motors to divest itself of its diesel locomotive 
m anufacturing business. The government s charge is 
that GM has been using its trem endous power as a 
shipper to pressure the railroads into taking its diesels. 


The charge against GM is an old one. and it has 
alw ays been disputed by the com pany’s m anagem ent. 
While the D epartm ent of Justice has yet to turn its 
cards face up, m any people who know about GM s 
history as a locomotive m anufacturer would be willing 
to bet that the government s case is flimsy. GM got its 
im m ense headstart on other diesel locomotive m an u ­ 
facturers for a simple reason: it practically invented 
the light-weight diesel. To condemn the com pany now 
for reaping the natural rew ard that should go to any 
inventive pioneer seem s ungracious, to say the least. 
It is a little like telling Thomas Edison that he had 
no rights to a 
’monopoly'' of the electric light bulb. 


GM got into the diesel locomotive business be­ 
cause of the play-tim e activity of the late Charles 
Franklin Kettering, the fam ous “ Boss R et” of a 
hundred good anecdotes. Late in the Nineteen Twen­ 
ties. when he was resting from the labors of experi­ 
menting with an anti-knock gasoline. “ Ket” an­ 
nounced that “ after a fellow gets to a certain age 
he does one of two things. Either he buys a yacht 
or he gets a new wife. I think I’ll buy a yacht.” 


The yacht led to tinkering with its diesel engine, 
which was considered at the tim e to be useful for 
m arine work but wholly inefficient for pulling trains. 
Ket w as disgusted by the diesel’s shortcomings even 
for m arine propulsion. In the first place, the diesel 
w as m uch too heavy. Its pistons and rings required 
constant servicing, and were alw ays w earing out. Worst 
of all. the diesel’s fuel injection system was a very 
uncertain quantity. 


Everybody told Ket that it would be impossible 
to m ake a lightweight diesel, but he didn't believe it. 
“ The weight of the diesel engine,’’ he said, “ is in 
som ebody's head.” To take his boat on long Sum m er 
cruises to Georgian Bay in the G reat Lakes, and to 
distant ports of the C aribbean from Miami. Fla., in 
the Winter, Ket was resolved to get a good light 
m arine diesel. He and his GM laboratory assistants 
devised something called a “ heat d a m ’’ for insertion 
between the piston head and the rings. The heat dam 
kept combustion heat out of the rings, and perm itted 
the piston to work easily. 


With m ore efficient principles, the diesel engine 
could be m ade less ponderous. And when R a l p h 
Budd, the President of the Chicago. Burlington and 
Quincy Railroad, saw two of K et’s new diesels at the 
Chicago Century of P rogress Exposition in 1933. he 
conceived the bright idea of asking for a third diesel 
to put into a small stream lined train with which he 
hoped 
to recoup some of his railroad’s 
vanishing 
passenger business. 


All of the old-line locom otive m anufacturers 
scoffed as the Burlington went on to com m ission 
GM to make diesels for its west-going “Zephyrs.” 
“ The diesel,” said one m aker of steam engines, 
“ does not like to be overloaded and shows unmis- 
takenably 
its 
aversion 
by 
behavior of 
pistons, 
piston rings, exhaust, etc., while the steam engine 
is not so fussy—it graciously responds to over­ 
loading. The old iron horse literally breaths fire 
and water. It likes a challenge from youngsters like 
the electric and Diesel-electric, especially in the 
spring of the year.

P re m ie r Khrushchev to the con­ 


vention of the Communist P a rty 


in E ast Germany. 


For if there were any doubt 


that the Cuban m aneuver was a 


hoax and that a m ajor war, with 


nuclear bombs or missiles, has 


been and is farthest from the in­ 


tentions of the Soviet Union, this 


now can be removed by ex am in ­ 


ing the words of the Soviet P re ­ 


mier. In that speech, Mr. K hrush­ 


chev acknowledged for the first 
tim e that the United States has 
at least 40 OOO nuclear bombs and 
w arheads, 
and

The American government has 
never revealed the figures offici­ 
ally. but the fact that Mr. K hrush­ 
chev knows them is in itself sig­ 
nificant of the way the world is 
veering toward an era of peace.

What this really m ean s is 
that Clark intends to rise above 
partisan politics on such m atters 
as pork-barrel legislation, patron­ 
age appointments, etc. 
Clark wants to go down in his­ 
tory as the best senator he can 
possibly be. even if this includes 
supporting Republican m easures 
and Republican aspirants to posi­ 


tions over which he has a say. 
F or instance. Clark says he's go­ 
ing to seek the best m en possible 
for some judicial vacancies in his 
state. If some of them happen to 
be Republicans, he says, "it is 
not going to brei . m y heart. P a r ­ 
tisan politics is out.” 
What 
m akes 
observers 
fairly 
certain that Clark will not seek 
another term is his long-standing 
effort to have the Senate change 
its rules to place a 70-year age 
limit on chairm en of regular Sen­ 
ate 
committees. 
Clark 
feels 
strongly that older men should 
m ake way for the younger ones 
in public life, and in his talks 
with friends indicates that he in­ 
tends to practice what 
he has 
been preaching.

So it’s Mr. Khrushchev now who 
relies on the deterrent power of 
"massive retaliation.” The world 
at last has convincing testimony 
that a nuclear stalem ate has been 
achieved. This has com e about 
largely 
through 
the 
growth 
of 
American 
m ilitary 
power 
Cer­ 
tainly this hasn't 
all 
happened 
during the two years of the pres­ 
ent 
administration,

result of the build-up of nuclear

Casper 
picked 
up $5,300 for 
rounds of 73-65-73-74, while Nick­ 
laus fell back into a five-way tie 
for second with Bob Rosburg, Da- 
vey Hill, Art Wall and Gary Play­ 
er, each with 286. 
“ It was a tough course to whip 
today,” said Player. “ They had 
mean pin placements. And the 
crowds didn’t help.” 
Casper figured he could have 
won by at least another stroke, 
except for the fact that on the 
18th tee a man jumped off a rail­ 
ing and threw his shadow over 
Bill's golf ball just as he hit it.
